UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (JP) 
—An Arab United Nations dele- 
gate warned the Western powers 
this week that if they support Is- 
rael’s refusal to repatriate 900,000 
Arab refugees, the Arab states 
would turn for support to the So- 
viet Union. 

Dr. Karim Azkoul, Lebanese 
member of the General Assem- 
bly’s special political committee, 
gave the warning during a debate 
on the future UN aid to the refu- 
gees. 

He declared that if the West en- 
couraged Israel in its contention 
that she cannot take in the refu- 
gees as they would be a security 
risk and an economic liability, the 
Arab and Moslem world might 
become increasingly mistrustful 
towards the West. 

“Since neutrality is no longer 
possible in today’s world, as West- 
ern leaders like to declare, it can 
be easily understood to which 
camp the Middle East—if exas- 
perated — will adhere,” he de- 
clared. 

The Soviet Union up to now has 
taken no part in Assembly discus- 
sions on the refugee question. 





Israel Progresses 
Toward Atomic Power 


JERUSALEM (JP)—Israel has 
developed a cheap way of ex- 
tracting uranium from phospate 
deposits available within its 
boundaries, as well as a new 
method of making heavy water— 
two materials used for the pro- 
duction of atomic energy. 

According to Professor David 
Bergman, chairman of the Israel 
Atomic Energy Commission, Is- 
rael has already successfully test- 
ed in a pilot plant the new met- 
hod for extracting uranium from 
low-grade ores found in the Ne- 
gev (JP, Nov. 26, ’54). This im- 
measurably enhances Israel's 
chances of being able to produce 
uranium on an industrial scale in 
the not too distant future.

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Jew May Be President Some Day 
Say Half of Jewish VIPs Polled 


NEW YORK (JP)—The United States will have a Jewish president within the next century and 
a half was the guess of almost half of the rabbis and laymen replying to a poll reported in the current 


issue of “American Judaism.” 


One of a series of 20 questions put to 400 Jewish leaders, the query on the possibility of a Jewish 
president in the U. S. showed that five thought it would happen before the year 2000 while another 


44 thought it would happen some- 
time in the next century. 

Commenting on the question, 
one said “It depends on the man,” 
while another said he felt a Jew 
would be elected “eight years 
after the first Catholic is elected.” 

TOUCHED OTHER POINTS 

The questions, giving the Jew- 
ish leaders (mostly Reform rab- 
bis) an opportunity to try their 
hand at predicting the future at a 
time when the 300th anniversary 
of Jewish settlement in the U. S. 
is being celebrated, also touched 
on the possible reconciliation of 
Israel and the Arab states, the fu- 
ture of Jewish country clubs, 
anti-Semitism, intermarriage and 
many other points. 

A vast majority of those reply- 
ing felt that there eventually 
would be peace in the Middle-East, 
although 51 thought it would hap- 
pen in the decade before 1970 and 
only 30 thought it would happen | 
before 1960. 
As to the future of Jewish 








country clubs, 16 said they would 
probably increase, nine felt they 
would decrease, nine saw a status 
quo while 18 said they would dis- 
appear. One typical comment 
was, “They will increase, unfortu- 
nately.” 
SPLIT ON MERGER 
Opinion on the possible merger 
between Reform and Conserva- 
tive Jewry was split almost 50-50 
while only a small group (17) 
thought the time would come 
“when anti-Semitism would not 
be a concern of American Jewry.” 
Two-thirds of the views held 
that the use of Hebrew in the 
U.S. would increase and the score 
was 56-35 that the five-day week 
would re-popularize the Saturday 
morning service. A vast majority 
of the replies held that intermar- 
riage was more likely to wax than 
wane among American Jews. 
Whether American Jews would 
ever organize to seek proselytes 
seemed to be way up in the air

States has made a strong plea to 
the Arab states to absorb the 
900,000 refugees as permanent 
citizens. 

U. S. Delegate James J. Wads- 
worth said that forward looking 
demands that the refugees be re- 
garded as fellow citizens and co 
sharers of the Near East's future. 
He also urged more steps be 
taken to create new land develop 
ments which would strengthen 
the Arab economies and get the 
refugees off the U. N, relief lists. 
The U. S&. also urged Israel tc 
allow repatriation of the refugees 
or provide compensation to them 
for lost holdings. Israel has held 
that the return of the~refugees 
would be a security risk and an 
economic burden to the alread:

Fame Came Early to Glicenstein 
Yet Poverty Followed It Closely 


By CARL ALPERT 


AFAD—On the highest peak 

in the heart of this moun- 
tainous, mystical old city in the 
Galilee, alongside the ruins of the 
citadel built by Saracens on the 
ruins of the fortress built by Cru-

for success in this field. At the 
age of 20 he went to Germany to 
study art and five years later he 
won the coveted Prix de Rome. 
He served as a professor of art in 
Warsaw, and climbed the ladder 
of success in Italy. He was dec- 
orated by the King of Italy, and 
was the rage of the art world. 
Still his spirit was Jewish, and he 
turned to Jewish sources for his 
themes, seeking to get as close as 
possible to the very core of Jew- 
ish life. 

The first drafts for his inspir- 
ing creation, “Messiah,” it is told, 
were modeled in tallow from the 
remnants that had dripped from 





by a taxi in the altar candles as he crouched 
New York City ALP in the synagogue on Yom Kippur 
in 1943. — night and surrendered himself to 


the mood of the day and the place. 


He never felt at home in Italy, 
despite his popularity there, and 
tried four years in England, also 
not rewarding. In 1928 he went 
to the United States. There he 
was lionized on every hand, and 
showered with honors. This was 
the great Glicenstein! Had not the 
British Museum solicited his 
work? Had he not done busts of 
Pope Pius XI, Lord Balfour, Ad- 
miral Byrd, Einstein, Hindenburg, 
Mussolini, Paderewski and many 
others? 

HE WANTED TO become an 
American in the best sense of the 
word, and in his art capture the 
likenesses and spirit of Lincoln, 
Walt Whitman, Mark Twain. Yet 
it was the Jewish spirit that truly 
stirred him and called forth the 
greatness of his talents. And the 
Jews of America, who were hon- 
ored to be seen with him in pub- 
lic, who invited him to their re- 
ceptions, did not buy his works. 
His situation of economic want 
quickly became one of utter desti- 
tution. He exhibited in Cleveland, 
and could not even pay expenses. 
He tried Chicago, and starved for 
lack of bread. 

Inspiration rose in him, but 
there were times when he could 
not afford to buy a log of wood 
to carve. His privation was soul- 
searing. Everybody knew and 
honored the famous Glicenstein, 
but few considered that even a 
famous man must live. One care- 
less step in a New York street, a 
careening taxi, and Glicenstein’s 
great but tragic life came to an 
end.

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GLICENSTEIN WAS BORN in 
Poland in 1870, studied or lived in 
Germany, Italy, England and the 
United States, but had never been 
in Palestine. Yet the urge to cre- 
ate which motivated his work was 
essentially Jewish, and he was a 
close student of the Bible. In his 
latter years, it appears, he be- 
came interested in Jewish mysti- 
cism and the Cabbala, and his will 
requested that all his artistic leg- 
acy, remaining unsold in his new 
York studio, be presented to this 
ancient city of Safad, home of the 
mystics, and center of the Cabb- 
alistic movement. The municipal- 
ity acquired the present building 
and-tastefully but modestly set up 
this museum. 


Interestingly enough, the art- 
ist’s son, who goes by the name 
of Emanuele Romano, himself an 
artist of note, makes his home in 
Safad at least part of the year.

Songs for a Nation 


George Gershwin 
(1898 - 1937) 

EORGE Gershwin was the youngest son of a family 
GC that lived on New York’s East Side. It was by pure 
accident that George became a musician and a composer. 
There was never any hint of musical talent in the Gershwin 
family tree. One day his mother bought a second-hand 
piano, more for a decoration than as a hope of having it 
played. But what good is a piano unless someone plays it? 
so, although little George seemed fascinated by the mys- 
terious keyboard, his elder brother was chosen to become 
the piano player. But he hated the drudgery of piano les- 
sons and showed little liking for music, and George crowded 
him out and usurped his place as the musician of the Gersh- 
win family—a happy turn of events for the musical history 
of America. 

Very quickly George mastered all the knowledge that 
his 25-cents-a-lesson teacher could impart. Often he would 
sit at the piano and improvise strange and fantastic tunes. 
A great love for music developed and grew stronger in him. 
There is a story that once, after hearing a famous violinist 
play, Gershwin stood for three hours in a driving rain for 
the chance to accost him and murmur a few words of bash- 
ful admiration. 

At 17, George left school to devote himself to a career 
of music. For a while he plugged songs in Tin Pan Alley, 
the Broadway section where America’s popular songs are 
born. His father was not sure that his Georgie would 
amount to much. At about this time America was being 
inundated by the flood of jazz music, the newest craze. The 


music was loud, crude and savage. With little technical 
knowledge, Gershwin wrote a composition which he called 


” 


“Rhapsody in Blue.” It thrilled the nation and established 
Gershwin as a major American composer. 

Following that success, he composed numerous songs 
for Broadway musical productions and a nation hummed and 
whistled his songs. the time he was 30 he was interna- 
tionally famous. Today, he is considered one of the greatest 
of modern composers. His music is rich with exquisite 
color and rhythm. In concert halls, in theaters, and in mil- 
lions of homes, there are constantly played the melodies of 
George Gershwin, who came from the sidewalks of New 
York to write the songs of a nation.

Old 
and New Zhagory. The origin of your family is the Old Town, 
with its predominantly Jewish population. The name was adopt- 
ed in 1804 at which time your ancestors no longer resided in 
Zhagory. In choosing a family name the actual home town was 
never considered.

S amazing the effrontery of 

some of the publicity men for 
our national Jewish organiza- 
tions. 

They think that just because 
they send us their releases, we 
therefore are under some obliga- 
tion to print them. And then 
when we don’t, which is most 
usual, they jump down our 
throats. 

Of course they don’t get very 
far, but we still don’t like it. 

I remember being in New York 
on a Tuesday, just after some 
national Jewish organization had 
held its convention on Saturday 
and Sunday. I had occasion to 
call the publicity man involved 
and he proceeded to lay me out, 
as if I owed him anything, be- 
cause we hadn’t given the con- 
vention much advance publicity. 

- s s 


THEN THAT FRIDAY, when 
the paper for that week appeared, 
there was a long write-up of the 
convention by one of our corre- 
spogients. I didn’t call the pub- 
licity man back to make him eat 
his words, but I often think of 
how these fellows fawn all over 
the daily papers, practically lick- 
ing the boots of the reporters. 
Would they dare scold the editors 
of the daily papers? 

I think the publicity men ought 
to know that in the estimation of 
our editors, the interest of the 
Jewish community in national 
corventions and our national Jew- 
ish organizations is declining. 

_This is a natural result of the 
stabilization of the Jewish com- 





munity, and its approaching ma- 
turity. This doesn’t mean that 
The Post intends to ignore the 
doings of our national organiza- 
tions, but it does mean that the 
day when we would devote al- 
most a third of our paper to re- 
porting on national conventions 
is gone, 

What conventions we still think 
are important enough to warrant 
comprehensive coverage are those 
of the rabbinical bodies. 

* * + 

NOW NO ONE CAN predict 
what the news will be. The very 
next convention of some organ- 
ization may be so explosive that 
we'll give it full treatment. But 
I’m just explaining that the edi- 
torial attitude of The Post has 
shifted, and that our interest is 
no longer organizational to the 
extent that it formerly was. (This 
is the reason why we lump most 
organizational news under one 
heading now.) 


I don’t want it to be thought 
that all publicity men are not 
fair and understanding. 


The last two times I was eject- 
ed from a meeting of a national 
organization because it didn’t 
want the press present, it was 
the publicity man who went to 
bat for me—trying to persuade 
the executive director that he was 
making a mistake in barring The 
Post when it suited his purpose 
and then feeding us with only 
what they wanted the Jewish 
community to know in press re 
leases.

HEN Phil Klutznick, president of 
B’nai B’rith, was reported as hav- 
ing declared that the Jews of the South 
were suffering social and economic pres- 
sure because of the espousal by national 
Jewish organizations of the cause of 
desegregation, we thought 
that was news that The 
Post’s far-flung staff of 
correspondents should not 
have missed. 

The assertion was re- 
portedly made at the op- 
ening fund-raising dinner 
in Chicago of the Joint 
Defense Appeal, which 
raises the money for the 
American Jewish Commit- 
tee and the B’nai B’rith Anti-Defamation 
League. 

Having heard our share of fund- 
raising appeals, we understand that 
sometimes exaggeration is necessary to 
achieve the desired end. But we also 
know Phil Klutznick and did not believe 
he would stoop to conquer, especially 
since the past reputation of Anti-Defa- 
mation League fund-raisers was not too 
good in this respect. 

In those days, the people were fright- 
ened into giving. As a result, the com- 
munity began to fear and tremble, a not 
very healthy attitude and _ outlook. 
American Jewry developed a fear psy- 
chosis from which it took a number of 
years to recover. 

The Post wrote to a few people 
around the South in a position to know, 
and the answers were that no pressures 
or incidents indicating such pressures 
were in evidence. 

But now comes a piece from Robert 
S. Gamzey’s column in The Intermoun- 
tain Jewish News, which clarifies the 
matter. Gamzey, reporting on Klutz- 
nick’s recent visit to Denver, said the 
young president of B’nai B’rith asserted 
that he “had to make a visit to Missis- 
sippi to sooth the fears of southern mem- 
bers who, in fright over anti-Semitic at- 
tacks upon ADL participation in the 
Supreme Court case, talked of resigning

and backing the continuation of separate 


white and Negro schools.” 

“He quelled the incipient revolt,” 
Gamzey continued, “by convincing the 
southern Ben Briths that ‘you can’t re- 
sign from the Jewish people.’ Their 
rebellion would only add to Jewish 
tzouris and in no way add to their se- 
curity.” 

This is something else again. 

We once commented here on the At- 
lanta.Jewish leader who told us that he 
had risen at a meeting of Southern Jew- 
ish leaders discussing a fight on one 
phase of discrimination against the Ne- 
gro to advise that the Jews should not be 
the first to enter the lists in behalf of the 
Negro. He then said (all of this was 
about five years ago) that later when 
the newspapers of Atlanta and several 
civic clubs had espoused the cause of the 
Negro, that he advocated that the Jews 
do so too. 

Although we sympathize with their 
position, we do not agree with some 
Southern Jewish leaders that the Jew 
should stay in the background in the 
fight to extend the rights of democracy 
to all our citizens. 

We’re in complete agreement with 
the views of Dr. A. L. Sachar, as ex- 
pressed in an editorial in The Jewish 
Exponent on his talk to the general as- 
sembly of the Council of Jewish Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds. 

“Jews, Dr. Sachar insists, must not 
only turn sharply away from the ‘advo- 
cates of safety’ but must, quite the con- 
trary, be in the forefront of forces offer- 
ing combat against the attackers and 
traducers of the democratic principles. 
He gave voice to his sense of uneasiness 
at the sight of some Jewish leaders cau- 
tioning the Jews against ‘going out on a 
limb’ in controversial issues centering 
around onsets against democratic insti- 
tutions. ‘They forget,’ he pointed out, 
‘that body blows to democracy are usu- 
ally followed by assault on minority 
groups—that if democratic institutions 
are weakened, the first victims are the 
scapegoat groups.’ ”’
